AN ACT to amend subsection (4) of section 31.18 of the statutes,
relating to the power of the railroad commission to regulate
clearing of lands used for reservoirs,

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SEcTioN 1. Subsection (4) of section 31.18 of the statutes
is amended to read: (31.18) (4) The railroad commission may
in the interest of public rights in navigable waters, or to pro-
mote safety and proteet life, health and property, require the
grantee of any permit, under this chapter, or of any permit or
authorization heretofore provided for by legislative enactment,
prior to flowing any lands by the construction of a dam there-
under, to remove from such lands all or any portion of the
standing and fallen timber and all or any portion of the brush.

Section 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.
